River Levees Still Hold Floods Back; 
Freezing Weather Adds To Suffering 


By The Asoclated Press 


.Flood threats at two of the dan- 


ger spots in the midwest water- 
shed appeared easing today but 
cold weather and .freezing rain 
heaped more discomfort on thous- 
ands of refugees. 


A severe cold air mass extended 


from the northern plains to Texas 
and spread over the Great Lakes 
to the Ohio river valley. 


A belt of snow, sleet and freez- 


ing drizzle dampened an area from 
Southern Idaho to much of Ore- 
gon. Northwestern California low- 
lands were flooded and' high waters 
isolated some communities. Fifteen 
persons- have perished in a week 
of numbing cold in the Pacific 
northwest. 


.Four .Persons Dead 


Four persons lost their lives In 


the midwest flood area yesterday, 
two in Southern Illinois and two 
in Western 'Kentucky. 


Flood conditions remained crit- 


ical at many points along the surg- 
ing Missislppi, Ohio, Wabash and 
other rivers in the Ohio and Mis- 
sissippi valleys. More than 11,000 
persons have been evacuated from 
their homes along the Mississippi. 


The flood threat moved down 
the Missisippl valley and flood- 
waters 
from 
many rain-swollen 


rivers forced hundreds from- their 
homes in Akansas and Tennessee. 


Although there were indications 


that the flood threat in the Cairo, 
111., district was easing the army 
was' ready for an emergency if 
the flooding Mississippi appears 
headed for a stage of 57 feet. But 
the big river appeared nearlng a 
crest which might fall more tharf 
a foot short of the stage fixed for 
posible opening of the Birds Point- 
New Madrid floodway.

What will be the population of 
Corsicana and Navarro county in 
1950? 
That's the question many people 


are asking, and the sixth district 
office of the U. S. Census Bureau 
located in Corsicana hopes to have' 
the. answer before summer starts. 


The census taking business has 


become a large affair since the 
first decennial census was taken 
In 1700. The country's land area 
at that time totalled 867,980 square 
miles. In April, 195u. the 17th de- 
cennial census of the continental 
United States will cover a land 
area of 2,977,128, the same area 
covered by the 1930 and 1940 counts. 


The area now forming the 48 


states and the District of Colum- 


bia was first completely enumer- 
ated in 1890, though the whole 
area, except for what is now the 
state of Oklahoma, was included 
from 1860. 
In 1790, the census covered Main, 


New Hampshire, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, New York, Nev Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Vir- 
ginia, West Virginia, North and 
South Carolina, Georgia, Kentucky, 
T-nnessee and the District of Col- 
umbia. 


In 1800, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 


Michigan and Wisconsin, and the 
southern parts of Alabama 
and 


Mississippi were added. In 1801, 
the teritory now forming the states 
of Louisiana, Arkansas, and Mis-

Housing Units On 
Planning Project 


A preliminary loan check for $8,- 


000 from the Public Housing Au- 
thority was received by the Corsi- 
cana Housing Authority Monday 
night and two of the local officers 
were bonded and authorized 
to 
make expenditures. The CHA also 
employed the engineering and ar- 
chitectural services of Boese and 
Harkrider, Fort Worth; discussed 
possible sites for the low-income 
housing units, and appointed a 
committee to select an executive 
secretary and to choose an office 
site.The preliminary loan 
Is 
the 
CHA's share for the first 100 
units to be built here. A project 
calling for another 100 units goes 
into effect July 1, and $6,000 more 
will be granted for preliminary 
work on that program. 
The money is to be spent in mak- 


ing plans for the units, conducting 
surveys and meeting expenses of 
the CHA. CHA Chairman F. A. 
Pierce and Secretary Roark Mont- 
gomery were authorized to sign 
and co-sign the checks. King El- 
liott and T. R. Red were named 
as their auternates. 
Pierce and 
Montgomery are to be bonded for 
$25,000 each. 


Several sites, where the white 
and negro units will be 
erected 
were discussed. However, it was 
learned that the PHA requires def- 
inite information about the site to 
be selected and no action was tak- 
en on a location. It is believed 
that 25 acres will be required for 
white project and about 20 acres for 
the negro program. 
It was announced that the num- 
ber of units to be built for whites 
and negroes will be determined on 
» percentage basis'after the Initial

survey is completed. 
Due to the fact that construc- 


tion won't be started until after 
July 1, the CUA members said it 
was possible that plans for the 
200 units would be drawn up at 
the same time, and that one com- 
plete project might be started 
ahead of the other. 
It was explained this would re- 
sult in a lower fee for the archi- 
tects and also would arrive at 
uniform projects. 


The firm of Boese and Harkrid- 
er, who have done all the prelimin- 
ary work for the local authority, 
was engaged for a fee based on an 
estimate of cost. The fee ratio is 
set by the PHA. 


After naming officers to sign the 
checks there was considerable dis- 
cussion about the selection of the 
bonding company. 


Pierce had prepared a list of lo- 
cal agents who sell nothing but in- 
surance and suggested the names 
be put in a hat and a drawing 
made to select the agent. 


Elliott, who stated he had no ob- 
jections to any of the named 
agents said: "I won't go for that. 
I want to know what company is 
going to issue the bonds. There 
are some that aren't acceptable." 
Authority Member D. Wells Ste- 
phens, who favored Pierce's sug- 
gestion said: "We selected our at- 
torney in an open manner and I Bee 
no reason why we can't select our 
bond in the same way. I have 
nothing against any of the agents 
named but I want to be fair about 
this." 


Red, a member of the authori- 
ty said: "We want to get * good 
bonding company because 
the 


men signing the checks will want 
to be sure a good firm is in back 
of them." 
C. J. Harkrider informed the au- 
thority that this was but a small 
part of the business to be let local 
insurance firms and said: "Any 
wrong done now can be corrected 
later. I know you men want to be 
fair in your selection but'I suggest 
you get a reliable bonding com- 
pany." 


It was decided to select the insur- 
ance firm by secret ballot. Each 
member of the authority wrote his 
selection on a piece of paper. The 
award was given to Ed. M. Polk.

so 


wrong that even the children seem 
to sense the confusion; but not 
even the wise men seem to know 
how to make them right. Yet to 
find a way is the rirst and great- 
est task of civilization. 


Cure for Old Ills. 
New and alluring paths to Uto- 


pia are being pointed 
out 
by 


many; but that strange quality 
which we know as the common 
sense of the common people re- 
jects these and prefers the old 
tested roads, which 'run through 
the heart of life and are built up- 
on human character. 


Our Sunday school lesson this 


week deals with a courageous man 
who had a plan for his confused 
age, and who was not afraid to 
state it although it ran counter to 
the established policies'of his day. 
This man was Stephen, one of the 
first seven original deacons of the 
church, an 
eloquent 
orator, 
a 


courageous protagonist, and above 
all a man endowed with capacity 
for vision. 
This eloquent young 


churchman not only had a power- 
ful line of argument, he began to 
point out certain things 
about 


Christianity which not only scan- 
dalized the enemies of the church 
but shocked the churcjj members 
also. 
' 


He saw, before anyone else, the 


world-wide character of this new 
faith. 
He put his finger on the 


very heart 
of Christian 
truth, 


namely, that it is given bv God 
for the benefit of all men. His as- 
sociates were a fine, open-minded 
group of men, but it was almost 
impossible for them to believe that 
the benefits of Christian 
faith 


were meant for the heathen Gen- 
tile as well as for the chosen Jew. 
But Stephen, with penetrating In- 
sight, perceived the real meaning 
of this new faith which was to 
blow human institutions sky-high, 
and began telling his story in 
terms everyone could understand. 


A Young Firebrand. 


We first see him standing up in 


his synagogue and advancing his 
ideas in a way that alarmed his 
hearers. Then he was arrested by 
the ecclestical 
authorities 
and 
taken before the Sanhedrln, the 
supreme court of the land. Here 
he made a defense which threw 
his judges into paroxysms of rage 
and ended with the death of this 
brave young' defender of the an- 
cient faith, whose "crime" was that 
he wanted to give this faith the 
worldwide application to, which, 
under the power of God, its growth 
entitled it. 
• 
Standing amid . the problems of 


1950, this man looms «ver a far 
horizon with a message on his lips 
and with suggestions of procedure 
emanating from his career. .First 
of all, he thought in world terms. 
Living In a little corner of 
the 


world, he understood; just as the 
best modern statesmen do, that the 


world is a neighborhood. Again 
he was sure that the only cure for 
world ills was, and always would 
be, the gospel of Jesus Christ. 


A Present-Day Need. 


Best of all, this young pathfind- 


er was willing to speak out. He 
stood up in meeting, when an un- 
popular topic was being discussed 
and asked to be 
counted. And 


right here our longing for 
the 


presence of men of his kind in the 
world today becomes most intense 
Will not somebody stand up today 
and say the unpopular 
things 


which need to be said? When can 
we have in politics, economics, and 
religion this combination of liber- 
al and conservative which Steph- 
en was in his day? He was com- 
pletely, loyal to the religion of his 
fathers, but he was sure that it 
was constantly pressing into new 
fields-in search of adaptation —nd 
burying itself like leaven in the 
lump of new.y assembled situa- 
tions. 


Probably thehe has never been 


an epoch In world history , like 
the present. All the powers of all 
the people will be needed, on 
a 


higher and more brotherly plane 
of character, to win the world vic- 
tory which means a better life for 
everybody. \ye must find our way 
out of the tangled snarl of world- 
wide events along the lines of hu- 
man character. 
Stephen, 
first 


martyr 
of the Christian church, 


stands in the vanguard of those 
who would lead humanity into the 
brightness and peace of a new 
day.
